V.—Iif the special case be stated before the conclusion of the reference, the opinion of 
the Oourt shall be returned to the arbitrators or umpire, as the case may bo, and shall be 
added to and shall form part of the award. 

VI.—IE the special case be stated on the conclusion of the reference and if the award of 
the arbitrators or umpire under the referenco made to them or him be made or stated in the 
form of a special case, judgment shall be pronounevd and entered according to the opinion 
of the Court, and upon the judgment so given a decree shall follow und shall be enforced in 
the manner provided in the Vode of Civil Procedure for the execution of decrees.

Deputy Inspecrors of Schools, Sub-Inspectors of Schools, and bsnd-jide 
masters of English schools, who have served as such for the full period of 
two academicul years, or of six months after the examination of the same class 
last held by the University, in the case of those only who were admitted 
to a former examination of that class, will be admitted to the above-mentioned 
examinations. ‘The applications of school-masters should be accompanied by 
a certificate of length of service from the Secretaries or Managers of the schools 
in which they are employed, and should reach this office not later than the 
6th January 1900, ‘lhe application of a school-master for permission to 
appear at the F.A. or B.A. examination should be signed by him in the 
presence of the Secretary or a Member of the Managing Committee of the school 
in which he is employed. The application should be forwarded to this office 
for countersignature, together with the Registrar’s certificate, to prove, if this 
be the case, that the candidate has appeared at the examination in a previous 
year, and the certificate in proof of his having passed the Entrance or F.A.
